Exiav Brurairtt, of Connecticut, known 
to fame as “the Learned Blacksmith,“ has 
collected into a pamphlet, entitled “The 
Western and Eastern Questions of Eu- 
rope,” a series of letters lately written by 
bim to various newspapers. The views of 
Mr. BuRRITT on any subject that he has 
attentively examined are worthy of the 
most respectiul consideration. His own 
estimate of the vaiue of these letters, 
as evinced by their reissue in pamphlet 
form and their distribution—general, we 
presume—amopg the press, is high. The 
subject treated of embraces, in some one 
or otber of its branches, every quarter of 
the globe; so much so, indeed, that we 
could wish the words “ot Europe” had 
been dropped from the title; and it is, in 
all its shapes, incomparably the most im- 
portant question ot our times. The pres- 
ent interests at stake are very large; the 
future consequences are beyond computa 
tion. Under such circumstances the best 
that could be expected is that we should 
read Mr. Burrirt’s pamphlet with close 
attention. We have done so, and our 
opinion of it may be briefly stated. These 
‘essays are less remarkable for ireshness, 
vigor or correctness of thought than for 
the parental care which they have re- 
ceived.

and welcome. 

The most interesting and instructive les- 
son to be drawn from this pamphlet 
is one that is not in it at all, and 
which its author would doubtless hasten 
to disavow. It consists in the reflection 


gling in the grasp of the same tremendous 
forces, and are threatened by different 
forms of the same evil. It may not be 
clear, at first glance, what conuvvtion there 
is or can be between our own late un- 
pleasantness“ and the events of the last 
autumn and winter in Europe; but, in 
truth, these are all but parts of the 
same whole, the full magnitude and 
proportions of which are as yet but dimly 
visible.

PENSIONS OF 1812 
The new law giving pensions to certain 


daily arriving io large numbers at the Pen- 
sion office. Many of these will be throwa 
out because they are not covered by the law, 
while others are deficient in proof. The law 
provides pensions for all the 
surviving Officers. and enlisted and drafted 
men, including mulitia and volunteers of the
